Claims 2-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 2, page 6, line 7, "that" should be deleted. 
Claim 2, page 6, line 9, "that" should be deleted.

Claim 2, page 6, line 19, "the converting section" should correctly be -- the signal 
converting section --.

Regarding claims 3 and 4, claim 1 is already canceled.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4 are allowed. 

Claims 2-4 call for, among others, a correcting section that outputs a gain control 
signal for the nonlinear power amplifier, and a phase correction signal that is used in the 
correction of the phase signal in the converting section, wherein the correcting section 
has a correction table that is produced on the basis of an output signal of the nonlinear 
power amplifier and the input signal of the orthogonal coordinate system, and outputs 
the gain control signal and the phase correction signal with reference to the correction 
table on the basis of the amplitude signal. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
